Agricultural workers, exper 
speakers of national prominen 
be in Montgomery to attend Ahe an- 
nual convention of the Association of 
Southern Agricultural Workers here 
February 24-26, inclusive, according to 
a statement made by Dr. C. A. Cary, 
state veterinarian, while in Montgom- 
ery. The association embraces. com- 
missioners of agriculture, state chem- 
ists, directors of agricultural experi- 
mettal stations, state veterinarians 
and other agricultural workers of the 
South. 

The association will have headquar- 
ters at the Gay-Teague Hotel and the 
Business Men’s League. The meet- 
ings will be held m three sections 
which are composed of live stock en- 
thusiasts, general farming experts and 
agricultural commissioners of the’ 
Southern states. General meetings 
will also be held. 

‘Among the prominent speakers to 
be heard during the meeting are Dr. 
C. A. Cary of Auburn, president of

Washington —All the Mexican fed- 
eral soldiers now ‘in custody of the 
United States border ‘patrol forces at 
Presidio, Tex., will be transferred 
to Fort Bliss and interned there’ in- 
definitely. Secretary Garrison order- 
ed the transfer with permission to the 
refugee women and children to, ac 
company the soldiers if they desire. 

About’3000 Mexican officers and 
men fled across the Rio Grande when 
the victorious constitutionalists en- 
tered Ojinaga, and with them some 
1500 civilian refugees. The civilians 
are not prisoners and will be allowed 
to go where they wish, though those 
desiring to remain on American ter. 
ritory will have to satisfy the immi- 
gration officers. ; 

With Presidio 60 miles from the 
nearest railroad, it will be a difficult 
undertaking to get the arniy of pris- 
‘oners to its haven. Brigadier General 
Bliss will march his visitors north- 
ward to Marfa and there put them 
aboard trains for Fort Bliss, near El 
Paso. The thousand or. more horses 
prought over probably will be used on 
the journey of five or six days, as 
there will:have to be- wagons for the 
sick and wounded, women and chil- 
dren and the baggage. Secretary Gar- 
rison determined to hold the refugees, 
after an- hour’s consultation with 
Counsellor Moore of the state depart- 
ment, Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood, chief 
yf staff, and- Brigadier General Crow- 
der, judge advocate general of the 
army. His action is in continuation 
ef the policy adopted months ago in 
disposing of federals who crossed. in- 
to Arizona from Nogales, Sonota and 
‘nto Brownégville, Tex., from Mata- 
moras, Tamali Pass: Some of 
constitutionalists soldiers who were 
driven across the line at other, points, 
were disarmed and allowed to “filter 
back” into Mexico, when the coast was 
clear, For the present, however, there 
will be no more “filtering back,” Secre- 
tary Garrison announced, either of fed- 
erals or constitutionalists.

TO BECOME LAWS VERY SOON 


Penalty for Restraint of Commerce, 
Unfair Business and Interlocking 
Directorates — Ample -Provisions 
Made for Trade Commission. 


Washington, Jan. 23.—-The adminis- 
tration’s trust bills, embodying the 
progranglaid down by the president in 
his recent message, have been present-. 
ed to congress. 

The'bills have received the approval 
of Mr. Wilson and the | Democratic 
leaders of both houses of congress. 
With little modification they will be 


* enacted into law. Their purposes are: 


1. Definition of unlawful monop- 
oly or restraints of trade. 

2. Prohibition kes unfair 
practice. 

3. Creation or an 
trade commission. 

4. Regulation of corporation di- 
dectorates and prohibition of in- 
terlocking directorates. 

Unlawful Monopoly Defined. 
Unlawful monopoly’ ts defined as 


trade. 


interstate 


any combination or agreement be- 


tween corporations, firms, or persons 
designed: for -the following purposes: 

1. To create or carry out re- 
strictions in trade or to acquire a 
monopoly in any interstate trade, 
business, or commerce. 

2. To limit or reduce the pro- 
duction or increase ‘the price of 
merchandise or of any commodity. 

3. To prevent competition in 
manufacturing, making, transport- 
ing, selling, or purchasing of mer- 
chandise, produce, or: any com- 
modity. 

4.'To make any arecawkt. en- 
teu into any arrangement, or ar- 
rive at any understanding by 
which they, directly or indirectly, 
undertake to prevent a free and 
unrestricted competition among 
themselves or among any pur- 
chasers or consumers in the gale, 
preduction, or transportation of 
any product, article, * commod- 
ity. 

The penalty for eas of the law 
is fixed at not-more than $5,000 or im- 
prisonment for one year or both. 

Guilt is made personal through a 
section that whenever a corporation 
shall be guilty of the violation of the 
law the offense shall be deemed to 
cover the individual directors, officers, 
and agents of such corporation, as 
authorizing, ordering, or doing the 
prohibited acts, and they shall be pun- 
ished as prescribed above. — 

A paragraph prohibiting holding 
companies is td be added to this meas- 
ure. 

Covers Untair Trade Practices. 

The bill. forbidding - unfair trade 
practices declares that. to discriminate 
in price, between different purchasers 
of commodities, with the purpose or 
intent to injure or destroy a competi- 
tor, either of the purchaser or of the 
seller, shall be deemed an attempt ‘to 
monopolize interstate commerce. 

't is specifically declared that the 
law is not intended to prevent dis- 
crimination in price between purchas- 
ers of commodities “on account of 
difference in the grade, quality, or 
quantity of the commodity sold, or 
that makes only due allowance for 
difference im the cost of transporta- 
tion.” ; 

Further, itis prescribed that noth- 
ing Contained in the act shall prevent 
persons from selecting their own cus- 
tomers, “but this provision shall not 
authorize the owner or’ operator of 
any mine engaged in selling its prod- 
uct in interstate or foreign commerce 
to refuse arbitrarily to sell the same 
to a responsible person, firm, or cor- 
poration, ,who applies to purchase.” 

An attempt at monopoly also is de-+ 
clared to exist for any person to make 
a sale of goods, wares, or merchandise | 
or fix a prieé charged therefor, or dia- 
count from or rebate upon such price, 
on the condition or understanding 
that the: purchaser theréof shall not 
deal in the goods, wares, or merchan- 
dise of a competitor or competitors of’ 
the seller. + 


Deals With Damage Suits. -

Violation of these sections is tinde 
punishable by a fine of $100 a day, or 
by imprisonment not exceeding one 
year, or both. 

If any two or more corpérations 
have common director or dire¢tors, 
the fact shall be conclusive evidence 
that there exists a real competition 
between such corporation and such 
elimination of competition shall be 
construed as a restraint of interstate 


trade and be treated accordingly. 


The trade commission bill provides 
for commissivn of five members; with 
the commissioner of -corporations as 
chairman, and transfers all the exist- 
ing powers of the bureau of corpora- 
tions to the commission. 

The principal and most important 
duty the commission ‘besides conduct- 
ing investigations will be to aid the 
courts when requested in the forma- 
tidn of decrees of dissolution. - 

With this in view, the bill empow- 
ers he court to refer any part of pend- 
ing litigation to the commission, in- 
cluding the proposed decree, for infor- 
mation and advice. 

Much Criticism for Bills. 

The trust bills as framed will be 
the subject of sharp criticism on the 
part of progressives of all parties who 
claim they do not go far enough. It 
will be declared that the definition of 
monopoly remains inadequate that the

The house committee on post offices 
and post roads. has for its chairman 
Representative John A. Moon of Ten- 
nessee. Mr. Moon was in favor of 
keeping in the post office appropria- 
tion bill the provision which exempt- 
ed assistant postmasters from the op- 
erations of the civil service. Now it 
is fair to say that when the Repub- 
licans were ‘in power a great many 
of them were in favor of extending 
the patronage lists to the depletion 
of the civil service lists and so per- 
haps it is only natural, that now the 
Democrats are in power they should. 
feel the same way. The rider which 
was put on the post office appropria- 
tion bill and intended to exempt -as- 
sistant postmasters from the civil 
service rules/ unquestionably was in- 
tended simply to give 2,400 more 
places to. the politicians to fill with 
men friendly to the present political 
order of things in Washington.., 

As had been expected, the rider met 
with the objection that it was out of 
order, and was struck out, so Mr. Wil- 
son will not have to interpose the 
veto or give a reluctant sanction to an 
appropriation bill which contains a 
clause inimical, -as he believes, to the 
civil service. \ 

He Yielded a Little Once." 

The president has conferred fre- 
quently with the Democrats of the 
house, urging them for the sake of 
party, and probably for his own sake, 
to check the disposition of some of 
the majority members to attack the 
civil service through appropriation 
and other measures. Through the 
years Mr. Wilson has declared himself 
on many occasions a civil service re- 
former, one devoted to the spirit as 
to the letter of the law, and yet not 
long ago he yielded a little with ap- 
parently great reluctance. It seems 
bad enough for the president to have 
some of the old time civil service sup- 
porters writing articles on “Broken 
Pledges” and other subjects intended 
by them to show that their former 
idol, the president, wobbles a little. 

It is probably true that Mr. Wilson 
fully ‘believed ‘when he signed a “for- 
mer Dill making exemptions to, the 
civil service law, that a veto would 
have done injury—to the public’ serv- 
ice by delaying work for which the 
main _part of the bill made provision. 
In other Words, he thought that while 
the civil service attack was unjusti- 
fiable, he must sign in order to con- 
serve the country’s best interests. 

There has been sharp criticism of 
some of the administration’s appoint- 
ments to foreign offices. It is ‘said 
some of the congressmen, cheered ‘by 
their success in breaking down some 
of the civil service bulwarks, are 
turning ‘their eyes* to. the heights 
where the consular service has been 
reposing in supposed security. The 
civil service law does not cover the 
consuls and consular agents of, the 
government, but the efforts of..two 


administrations to protect them with. 


the spirit. of the law thus far have 
been successful. 

Consular Service in Peril. 

If the Democrats want to get after 

the consular service, it will not- be 

necessaty for them to pass a law. to 

make their work legal..

Allen Claims Fees Are Due Him. 

Tax Commissioner J. V. Allen . of 
Jefferson county has intimated thgt 
he will apply for a writ of mandamus 
to compel C. Brooks Smith, State cu- 
ditor, to issue his warrant for $438 in 
paymeht of fees.which Mr. Allen 
claims to be due him on certain raises 
in Jefferson county. 

Auditor Smith has refused payment 
on the ground that the raises in ques- 
tion were made by the State tax com- 
mission and that a payment of Mr. Al- 
len would mean double remuneration 
for the performance of the same duty. 

The raises in dispute were ma@~ by 
Mr. Allen, but the board of revenue 
refused to accept them and the tax 
commission made the same raises lat- 
er. Mr. Allen obtained a judgment 
against Jefferson county for $438 for 
fees, which he claimed were due by 
the county. 


Stay of Execution Grantsd, 

Governor O’Neal granted a stay of 
execution to Alex Waldrop, con- 
demned wife murderer of Anniston, 
who was sentenced to be hanged Feb. 
6. The death sentence was sus- 
pended until midnight of February 19. 
The stay was granted that the gover- 
nor might make an investigation of 
the evidence in the case. 

The governors has received many 
telegrams requesting the death sen- 
tence of Waldrop be commuted to life 
imprisonment. Waldrop was said to 
have killed his wife with -a “razor 
while he was in a drunken condition. 
Both were cotton mill employes. 


Brooks Gets Another Trial. 

Percy Brooks, a well-known man of 
Madison county,. will get a new trial 
on an indictment charging him with 
assaulting a school teacher a year ago. 
He was convicted and sentenced to 
twenty years imprisonment. The su- 
preme court recently reversed and re- 
manded the case and later denied 
the State’s application for rehearing.

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OSTHRITY. sees a stiff, formal pie- 
ture of Washington standing in the 
bow of a boat crossing the Delaware 
amid floating blocks of ice on that 
memorabilia Christmas night, to 
fight the battle which turned the 
tide of the revolution in the right 
direction. But no paiiiter could 
delineate the heroism of the actual 
scene. His men were ragged—half 


naked. Besides the running ice in the river, there 
was a blinding blizzard, and it was 50 bitter cold 
that the chief loss on the American side was of 
the men who. though inured to pioneer hardships, 


froze to death that awful night. 


Did General Washington stand in his boat in 


that dangerous current during a driving storm 
and stare pompously at the opposite shore? Not | 
he, Instead of that, he “sat tight” and cajoled _ 
the men, using every device that might make them <= 
‘forget their terrible situation; even telling them 
a facetious story, which, coming from him, star- 
tled them, set their blood tingling and made them 
oblivious to the cold and dangers around them. 
That was the grandest deed in the military strat- 
agem which made Frederick the Great of Prussia, 
and, indeed, the whole world, wonder at the 
genius of Washington. 


Nearly every one knows the outside of the 
story of the siege of Boston by the, new - com- 
mander-in-chief, who had come to the continental 
congress as a wealthy Virginia colonel, and his 
nondeséript crowd of raw recruits, wholly unused 
not only to military discipline, but even to mili- 
tary forms. But few know of the transcendent 
bluff General Washington had to pus up when he 
discovered that there were hut a few rounds: of 
gunpowder in the possession of the whole Ameri- 
can army, while the British were amply supplied 
with ammunition and might sallx,forth any hour 
against the American “irregulars. 

“Some one had bilundered.” Many a com- 
mander would have shown up the improvident 
officers who had that matter in charge and pee- 
vishly thrown up the command as ridiculously im- 
possible. But General Washington did nat tell his 
most trusted officers of the excruciating dilemma 
he found himself in. He knew the awful secret 
would spread if known to a few, and the great 
cause of justice might be lost. He began quietly 
to scour the country for gunpowder. He_soon 

ound that the nearest place at which any quan- 

ty could be had was in a magazine on the island 
of Bermuda. To get that required a secret expe 
dition, much hazard and many weeks; but Wash- 
ington’s nerve was equal to the fearful strain. 

During that long, tense interval the American 
‘troops were working away upon the fortifications, 
preparing for a grand attack. Meanwhile the 
young commander-in-chief was entertaining 
hospitably at his headquarters, the Craige man- 
sion, now best known as “Longfellow’s Home,” in 
Cambridge. : As a pleasant diversion, “Lady” 
Washington, then one of the gvealthiest women in 
America, came to visit the general, and all the 
countryside was agog over her coach-and-four with 
six black postilions in white and scarlet livery. 

Byen the British, cooped up in Boston, were im- 
pressed by the resources and apparent confidence 
of the American generalissimo. 

While one expedition was gone to Bermuda 
for powder, General Knox, with a small force, 
succeeded in bringing a number of cannon sév- 
eral hundred miles on ox sieds in midwinter 
from Fort Ticonderoga. In those “times that 
tried men’s souls” it was Washington’s iron 
nerve, supported by his broad ‘sense of humor, 
sometimes scintillating with a radiance worthy 
of a Franklin or a Lincoln, which saved the day. 
This was only one of many occasions on which 
Washington had to fight out the revolution alone. 


A friend of Lincoln’s once said of him, “The . 
president's laugh is his life-preserver.” This was — 


truer of Washington than any one seems to have 
realized in a day when strict gravity without 
levity, was expected of public characters. To 
laugh or to see the humorous side of an incident 
was considered the sign of a frivolous dis posi- 
tion. 


Washington’s early biographers were solemn. 


men. To have told in their books how much their 
hero laughed would have been, in their opinion, 
wantonly exposing his weakness to public gaze. 
Men like “Parson” Weems, renegade preacher and 
tramp fiddler though he was, had been brought 
up to think that, laughing was “worse than wick- 
ed—it was vulgar!” In straining to make their 
hero appear to have been a,demigod, those pedan- 
tic biographers related not what George Wash- 
ington really did, but what they imagined such a 
boy or man ought to have done under given con- 
ditions. . 


Washington: would have laughed heartily at 
Weems’ hatchet-and-cherry-tree story if he had 
aver heard it—which he never did, for it was not 
invented’ till a later edition of the erring rector’s ~ 
Juvenile history, six. years after Washington's 


death. 


Yet the real. hero of the cherry-tree fic- 


tion would have found it the occasion of gravity _ 
as well as mirth. In the stilted story of “Little - 
George and His Pa,” Weems was only carrying 
out the idea of his time; to tell not what the smail. 
Boy actually did, but what the consdmmate little 


"conceived little George Washington to 
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my Companions. Had we not been very tired, I u 


am sure we should not have slept much that 
night. 
The| next night he related that they. “had a good 
dinnet & a good Feather Bed, which was a very 
agreeable regale.” a 

In describing an Indian war dance, he went on,

Others of that wilderness gang told ‘a story of 
surveyor which he was too modest. to 
relat a about himself—how young George turned 
the tables on Big Bear, the wily chief, who was in 
the ha bit of holding out his sinewy hand with 
seeming friendly insemt.and saying, Indian fash- 
ion, “How?” Woe to the unsuspecting white mgn 
whose hand Big Bear seized in his terrible grasp, 
while) he laughed in savage glee at the pale- 
face’s anguished contortions. 

Young Washington had been warned in time. 
He had a huge, strong hand of his own and knew 
a t tk or two that he thought.he would like te 
try on that Indian’s wiry claw.if he could just get 
the right. hold. His chance came soon enough for 
Big Bear, who presented a seemingly amicable 
paw with an innocent “How?”

They always “worked,” 
and. then he waited, laughing in his military 
sleeve, while his fat-witted enemies tried to. play 
his own tricks back Gh Bim. Even in his retreats 
and escapes frém tie Gettin —ps at Long Island 
and before Princeton—he iaughed and kicked up 
nimble heels in the face of the sursuing enemy. 

It was ‘while his headquarters were in. Jersey 
that Washington perpetrated the. great Jersey 
joke stilt perpetuated by so many millions. He 
told an Bnglish travelér named: Weld that he 
“was neyer so tauch annoyed by mosquitoes, for: 
they used to bite through the thickest boot.”

‘Many persons agree that pub- 
lic sanitation is a good thing, but, 
think that..the town~or state in 
which they live cannot afford it.

omy. For any’man can afford to 
spend two dollars if thereby he 
can save ten dollars, and any 
community that spends money on 
public sanitation will save far 
more in the time that 
has been lost on account of sick- 
ness than it spent in trying to pre- 
serve the health of its: citizens.

Washington—After weeks of study 
‘lof the complexities of the income tax. 
‘law, treasury officials issued a 90-page 

booklet, christened it “Regulations No; 

33,” and sent it forth to collectors of 

internal revenue in the expectation 

that it. will clear up many of the mis: 
understandings concerning the law 
‘| which have arisen throughout 
country. 
1 tt takes twenty-three pages of the 
j} book to set forth the law itself, b 
sixty pages are used in telling how 
| the net income to be taxed is ascer- 
tained by the taxpayer; when and 

‘where tax must be paid, what pena 
| ties will be imposed for non-paymen 
-|what_exemptions and deductions will ' 

be allowed. Many pages are devoted 
}to an explanation of that part of the 

law imposing a.1 per cent. tax on the 
income of all corporations, W which 
places the old corporation tax. 

Although officials are confident that 
“| this booklet will prove a-guide to tax- 

payers which will settle many appar- 

ently difficult problems, there will be 
other regulations in the future when 
new_points are raised. The. book .does 
not contain a new set. of. regulations, 
but is a compilation in compact form 
of the ones already issued, with expla- 
nations of paps nevér before dis- 
‘cussed.

He wishes 
that a chemical analysis of nis’ soil 
might be made in the hope that this 
would inform him what fertilizers to 
use. Unfortunately, a chemical analy- 


needed, for it shows only. the total 
amount of plant food present and does 
not indicate how much of it is in 
soluble form. 

| This question can be answered only 
by results of field experiments made 
on similar soils. Recognizing this 
fact, the Alabama experiment sta- 
tion at Auburn conducts each year 
in practically every county in the 
state fertilizer experiments with cot- 
ton, as well as numerous fertilizers 
with other crops. 

| The results of fertilizer experiments 
made with cotton in South Alabama 
in 1913 have just been published as 
Bulletin No, 174 of the Alabama Ex- 
periment Station. 

In this bulletin the reader will find 
that soils vary greatly in their need of 
fertilizers. For example, in one ex- 
periment the largest net profit due to 
fertilizers, $16.98 per acre, was ob- 
tained by the use of acid phosphate 
alone; on another soil. a complete 
ertliizer, containing nitrogen, phos- 
horic acid and potash, was by far the 
ost profitable, affording a net profit 
f $27.54 per acre, or 453 per cent in 
he investment in fertilizers. Is any 
eader applying all three of these, 
when only two are needed, or is he 
employing only two of these kinds of 
plant food on soil that would make 
much more profitable use of all three

ing and fair weather promised, New 
York and vicinity began to emerge 
from the storm which railroad end 
telegraph ¢ompanies declare has been 
the most destructive in this section 
of the country since the memorable 
blizzard of 1888. 
* Reports from other cities showed 
the damage ‘caused by wind, snow, 
rain and sleet to be widespread. From 
Cleveland on the.west and Baltimore 
on the south, to the Canadian and 
Nova Scotian borders, the storm has 
been general. In. New England _fur- 
ther damage is expected from rivers 
and streams swollen by melting ice 
and snow. In and near New York 11 
persons perishe@® and several fatali- 
ties were reported elsewhere. 

Except by roundabout routes and 
with the aid of a few wires running 
underground, commercial New York 
still remained cut off from telegraph 
communigation with -the west and 
south. The public service corporations 
reached. Philadeiphie by way of Mon- 
treal, and had a few wires to Wash- 
ington, Baltimore, Pittsburg, Scranton, 


Wilmington, Richmond and Reading: 
For the most part these were tele-!| 


phone circuits. Hope was expressed 
for better conditions, although it will 
be at least a week, it was said, be- 
fore service can be restored to nor- 
mal. < ‘ 
Telegraph company officials said 
they could not estimate at this time 
the cost of making repairs. The loss 
to one company alone was placed at 
$200,000 for we York and vicinity.

To Underwood, more than any other 
man in the House, belongs the credit 
for placing bagging and_ ties’ on the 
free list. He put them on the free 
list in his famous Farmers’ Free List 
Bill that he put through Congress two 
years ago, only tq be vetoed by Taft, 
and put them th in the Tariff Bill/ 
which he introduced~at the beginning 
of this Congress, and which, although 
modified by congressional committees, 
the House-and .Senate, became law 
with bagging and ties made free. 

He has been equally active and ef- 
fective furthering every one of the 
legislative demands of the Farmers’ 
Union and other farmers’ organiza- 
tions. For instance, twice he has 
made speeches for and helped pass 
by his presence and votes the Scott 
Bill aimed at gambling in cotton; three 
times he has worked for, argued for, 
and voted for the immigration legisla- 
tion the farmers have urged; he was 
very active in securing postal savings 
banks; he has stood strong for more 
liberal appropriations for agricul- 
tural purposes; he and Shackleford of 
Missouri are given credit largely for 
having created the present Road Com- 
mittee of the House which has brought 
in a splendid road a that will soon 
pass; etc.

In the course of a paper read before 
the London Royal Society of Arts, A. 
Zimmerman described a process by 
which sugar might be nianufactured 
from sawdust. 

In its natural state, he pointed out, 
says London Tit-Bits, wood contains 
no sugar, but when subjected in closed 
retorts to digéstion with a weak sul- 
phurous acid solution under pressure 
of six to seven atmospheres a very 
remarkable transmutation takes place, 
as ‘much as 25 per cent. of the mate 
rial being converted into sugar: In 
this Mr. Zimmerman claims that we 
have a valuable feeding . stuff fot 
horses, cattle and sheep.

Mix .the soda. and arsenic within 
a kettle containing 30 gallons of wa- 
ter; boil it 30 minutes; let this solu- 
tion cool to 140 degrees, then slowly 
add the pine tar.

TWO BATTLESHIPS. 


FIGURES ARE INTERESTING 


What This Country and Others Are/| passed by congress only fifteen days 


Spending for Fighting Vessefe— 
People Always Approve of 
the Expenditure. 
By GEORGE CLINTON. 

Washington.—Some time ago it was 
predicted that congress at this session 
would. vote money for the building of 
two additional dreadnaughts for the 
American navy. The fact that the 
house committee on military affairs re- 
cently cut down some of the army es 
timates apparently has made many 
people think the battleship building 
program will be foregone. If the coun- 
try wishes to keep the navy at its 
present strength the ships must be 
built and it seéms certain today, even 
in the face of recent events, that con- 
gress will approve of the building 
plan. 
‘The navy is the sister seryice of the 
army. Naturally what is done for one 
sister it is expected will be done for 
the other. Unless two battleships a 
year are added to the navy our sea de- 
fenses’ will be weakened.’ Navy offi- 
cers want the present strength to be 
maintained.and would like it immense- 
ly if the lawmakers could“be led to 
see the virtue of an increase. Two 
ships this year seem to be assured. 


Navies Are Kept Up. 


It may be that the world’s thought 
{s progressing to a point which. will 
put a full stop to the whole business of 
war, but until some more definite 
promise is forthcoming than that 
which is held out today, war craft will 
be launched and put to sea, and regi- 
ments will be enlisted and sent to the 
frontiers. Great Britain, Germany, the 
United States, .France, Japan, Russia, 
Italy and Austria have more or less 
formidable navies and are keeping at 
the work of making them more 
formidable. 

Battleship figures, because of their 
fighting significance, seem to have in- 
terest for all people. The battleships 
in commission or building are: Great 
Britain, 72; Germany, 39; United 
States, 36; France, 29; Japan, 19; 
Italy, 17; Russia, 15, and Austro-Hun- 
gary, 10. Of armored cruisers, Great 
Britain has 45, Germany 16, United 
States 11, France 20. These are the 
latest figures and they show the com- 
parative strengths of the great navies 
of the world as they stand |today. 


What America Has Spent. 


It was not many years that the 
United States began building what is 
known as the new navy. p to the 


present time ships of the new or com- 
paratively new type, have cost the 
people of the United Sta for con- 
struction alone $477,872,952. The 
larger part of this money! has been 
spent since the year 1900, though the 
beginnings of the new navy are to be 
set back as far as 1890. The people of 
the country have approv this ex- 
penditure.

This is natural, for the waterway 
commerce men are proponents of 
means of communication which act as 
checks on railway rate extortions, or 
at any rate are sapposed so to do. 
The rivers and harbors advocates 
make no secret of their opposition 
and it is impossible for them to make 
any secret of the reason for attack- 
ing it. 

Pinchot Scores a Point. 


A compromise has been made be- 
tween the conservationists who be 
lieve.in federal control and those whc 
have stood by states’ dights. Perhaps 
it is not right to call it a compromise, 
for the federal conservationists really 
won a victory. Secretary of War Gar. 
rison struck one of his flags to. Gif. 
ford Pinchot and did it with the ap 
parent approval of Woodrow Wilson. 

A few days ago President Pinchot of 
the National Conservation association, 
who, as everybody knows, was once 
chief forester of the government, and 
one of the center figures in the Bal- 
linger-Pinchot trouble which occurred 
during the Taft administration, wrote 
a letter attacking a bill which was 
introduced by Senator Martin of Vir- 
ginia, chairman of the senate commit- 
tee on appropriations. 
War Garrison gave his approval to 
Senator Martin's bill, which was known 
as the Roanoke river dam Dill. Con- 
cerning this bill Mr. Pinchot wrote: 

“The enactment into law of the Ro- 
anoke river dam bill, now on the cal- 
endar and likely to be acted upon in 
the senate within the next few days, 
threatens to be the most serious blow 
the conservation policy has received 
since it first became a national ques- 
tion.. The bill makes no provision for 
payment to the public in return for 
the great values it turns over to pri- 
vate hands. It provides no safeguards 
against either monopoly or extortion- 
ate charges to the consumer. Since 
1907 the fight for water ‘power has 
been the heart of the conservation 


fight, and that is true now. It is of 
critical i nce that the Roanoke 
river d bill shall not pass.” 


Garrison Backs Pinchot. 

Few such letters as this have ap 
peared. in years in open and bold at- 
tack on a measure proposed by con- 
gress. One has to go back some years 
to find its counterpart. Pinchot’ wrote 
one much like it, or at any ‘rate ut- 
tered words much like those in the 
present: letter, at the time that a Re 
publican congress was trying to put 
through what was called the James 
river dam bill. The day after Mr. 
Pinchot’s last letter appeared con- 
gressmen and the public were amazed 
by the appearaace of a statement from 
Secretary of War Garrison to the effect 
that. Mr. Pinchot was right in his con- 
tention, and that the secretary was 
led unwittingly to: give approval to a 
bill of whose terms he knew little. 

It now appears that Mr. Garrison 
found on his desk one morning a 
large amount of material to sign. It 
is the custom in the department to at: 
tach a little red tag to every letter 
or document which it is of prime im- 
portance that the secretary’ should 
read before signing. There is.a vast 
amount of routine matter which it is 
not necessary for a\cabinet officer to 
read, and so the custom has risen to 
attach the. red tag to those things 
which he must read. Bither there was 
no red tag attached to the -Roanoke 
river dam bill or else ‘the secretary 
overlooked it and gave his- 
without knowledge. of its ‘contents.

About 14,000 persons visited Glacier park dast 
summer, and in the coming season it is probable 
fully twice as many will view its beauties and 
wonders. Although as a national park it is only 
three years old, its name is already familiar in 
this country because of the 
+ extensive advertising it has 
_ received and of the enthusi- 
* astic accounts of those who 
have seen it; and it seems 
destined to become one of 
the most popular regions for 
persons who like to spend 
their holidays in a some- 
what unconventional way 
and at moderate expense. 
Occupying 1,400 square 
miles near the northwest 
corner of Moniana, Glacier 
park is right in the heart 
of the Rockies and in the 
matter of mountain scenery 
it yields to no plate. Doz- 
ens of magnificent peaks 
‘erowd the landscape, some , 
towering to heights of more than 10,000 feet. On 
the upper slopes of many of them shine the gia- 
ciers that give the park its name, and from these 
everlasting beds of snow and ice are born scores 
-of torrents that dash down the mountain sides and 
hurl themselves over tremendous cliffs. Scattered 
all-about among the mountains are deep lakes that 
lie like burnished mirrors -in the calm of a sunny 


day or are lashed into black rage when the storm 


sweeps down on them from the heights. 

Perilous passes, steep ‘and rocky climbs, slip- 
pery scrambles across glaciers and miles of dense 
forest are there for those who like the more 
strenuous life.

Thinning Sugar ©eets, 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

It is generally conceded that the 
best soils. for the production of sugar 
beets are the sandy loams and the 
clay loams. _However, any good soil, 
if properly handled, will produce satis- 
factory sugar beets, provided climatic 
conditions are favorable, states Farm- 
ers’ Bulletin 568 of the department’ of 
agriculture.

EVERY RAIL IS) INSPECTED 


Southern Railway Has Inaugurated 
Rigid System for Prevention of 
Accidents. 


Atlanta, Ga—Details of the meth- 
ods by which every rail in the 
Southern RaYiway’s 7,036 miles of 
track is annually subjected ‘to the 
closest inspection are given in the 
March issue of the Southern News 
Bulletin in an article telling of. the 
steps which the Southern has taken 
to prevent derailments resulting from 
broken rails. 

The system of inspection which 
was adopted over two years ago is 
believed the most rigid and effective 
possible. The work is under the di- 
rection of the district engineers and 
division roadmasters and is done by 
the track supervisors and section 
foremen who closely scrutinize each 
and every rail while on their hands 
and knees and with eyes close enough 
to the rail to detect the slightest ‘dis- 
coverable tendency. toward weakness 
or failure and wherever such are found 
the rail is immediately removed. De- 
tailed reports are made on each rail 
left in the track so that comparison 
can be made at the next year’s in- 
spection. 

The management of the Southern 
Railway feels that this rigid inspec 
tion of every rail over which its. traf- 
fic moves embodies every possible step 
toward the prevention of rail fail- 
ures, a feature of railway operation 
to which the officials of jeading Amer- 
ican railways have been (giving the 
closest study during the past few 
years.

Crime a Most Heinous One. 


Charley Young, a young negro, | hands of the crowd that had gath- 


was lynched about one and-a-half 
miles from Clanlon last Saturday 
night and - his body riddled with 
bullets. The crime for which the 
negro paid the penalty was one of 
the most brutal and“ dastardly in 
the history of criminology in Chil- 
ton county. “ Entering the home of 
Mr. Wilson, early Saturday mora- 
ing while Mr. Wilson and his sons 


were in town shopping, the negro} 


attacked Mrs. Wilson aged sixty 
years while she was alone at the 
sewing machine, striking her over 
the head several times and beat- 
ing her up in a most horrible man- 
ner. Not content with the awful 
treatment he administered, the 
culprit grabbed her by the hair of 
thejhead, dragged her from room 
toroom. Her face and head were 
terribly lacerated from the blows 
and it was first f.ared she would 
lose the sight of one of her eyes. 
She begged piteously for her life 
to be spared, and but for the fact 
the negro could not find a-knife 
he would have murdered her. 
Becoming frightened, the negro 
made his escape to 4he-swamp, 
warning Mrs. Wilson that if she 
screamed or made-a- call for help 
he would return and-kili-her. 
Although almost dead from her 
terrible experience. Mrs. Wilson 
managed to get to the home of 
her son a short distance «away. 
Mr. Wilson was at once phoned to 
and news of the ‘awful crime 
spread like wildfire,-and soon all 
Clanton and the entire community 
was in a state of wildest excite- 
ment. Several posses, some in 
automobiles, buggies, some on 
horseback and a foot were quick- 
ly organized and a thorough search 
instituted for the fiend. Dogs were 
put on the trail; but the negro had. 
used turpentine to baffle the dogs 
and it was impossible to keep the 
track. The swamp in which the 
negro made his get-away was 
scoured throughout. the day, and 
about dark Saturday the capture 
was effected about nine miles west 
of Clanton by two citizens who 
had been notified to be on the 
lookout for the brute.

Embargo on Plumes Makes Big 
Out-of-Work Army: 


United States Ban on Millinery Feath- 
ers Throws Thousands of Work- 
ers Out of Employment in France 
—Royal Exiles May Return. 


Paris.—Because the ‘women of the 
United States are no longer permitted 
to wear aigrettes, paradise feathers 
and certain other plumes of wild birds 
on their hats, M. Bordeau, president of 
the Syndicate of Plume Manufacturers 
here, assets that 50,000 feather work- 
ers are menaced by want and that 
100,000 workmen are threatened with 
the loss of their jobs. 

The plume manufacturers have 
taken the matter up with the French 
government on the ground that, in for- 
bidding the importation of certain 
plumes, the United States violated the 
rulings of the commercial treaty exist- 
ing between America and France. 


- A committee composed of the presi- 
dents of the various local plume manu- 
facturers’ syndicates has already called 
upon President Raymond Poincare, 
placing the maiter before him. The 
same committee also waited upon the 
Wlnister of commerce, submitting to 
him certain documents which, they 
claimed, proved their case.

It Must Withstand a Pressure of 35,- 
Pounds to the Square 


Inch. . 


‘ New York.—The shrapnel is really 
a fiying cannon which shoots its 
charge while in flight or explodes on 
impact,.says.the American Machinist. 
Its design involves many interesting 
features, as the case must be strong 
enough to withstand the bursting pres 
sure and the stresses developed in 
firing. The smaller casé8 are now 
made from bar stock on automatic 
turret machines at less than the cost 
of the forgings previously used. 

The design and making of a shrap 
nel case has more behind it than 
appears on the surface for, in addition 
to being a piece of steel turned and 
bored to the right dimensions, it must 
have special mechani¢al. properties. 

It must be able to withstand a pres- 
sure of from thirty to thirty-five thou- 
sand poungs per square inch from the 
powder which drives it ‘out of the 
gun, though it is tested to 40,000 
pounds. In addftion to this it must 
resist the charge of explosive: in the 
base of the care; this base charge 
drives the head and balls out of the 
case, when a time or distance fuse is 
used, or explodts it on impact with 
the earth or any’ other resisting sub- 
stance. : 

This expelling or bursting charge 
exerts a pressure varying from twenty, 
to twenty-five thousand pounds per 
square inch. Further than this, the 
tensional stress when the case is 
started whirling through the rifling 
of the gun by the force behind it must 
be counted. This rotation starts the 
instant the shell begins its movement 
from the breech of the gun, and when 
we consider that by the time it leaves 
the muzzle it must have attained a

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Do-Early Risers Become Healthy, 
Wealthy and Wise? 


Comparison Between the Agricultural 
Laborer and the Man Engaged in 
Legislation by Writer in Lon- 
don Publication. 


London.—it almost seems as if there 
ought to be a society to protect us 
from the effect of the old adages. 
Most of us, for instance, have been 
taught that: ' 
Early to bed and early to rise, 

Makes a man healthy, wealthy and wise. 

But is this really true nowadays? 
In times gone by, when artificial light 
had not been invented—or was too 
costly for general use—it is easy to 
understand that those people who got 
up at. sunrise ‘made the best bargain, 
because they got their lighting prac- 
tically free of charge. 

Besides, this adage, like many oth- 
ers of its kind, was born amid agri- 
cultural communities, where economy 
of daylight:is and must always be one 
of the secrets of making money. 

‘Nowadays, however, Arnold Goids- 
worthy writes in London Answers, 
most people ‘live and work in towns, 
‘and #aeir work is often done—some- 
times necessarily done—by artificial 
light. It does not. make any. differ- 
ence to your wages whether your work 
is done by daylight or by the glare 
of a jet of gas. .Therefore, unless you 
are engaged in the agricultural busi- 
ness, early rising will certainly not 
make you any wealthier. 

Will it make you any healthier? It 
is doubtful. Most people have an idea 
that they ought to get up early in the 
morning. Nevertheless, they very 
rarely do it. 

It may be that it is more natural to 
rise with the lark, but we have been 
living on an artificial system for so 
' many generations now that our consti- 
tutions are getting used to the change. 
Who are the people who get up early 
in the morning nowadays? Do they 
represent ,the “wealthy and wise” of ~ 
the population? Hardly. , 

The early risers are usually the 
“hands” who have to be at their job 
early in the morning. Wealthy peo 
ple do not as a rule commence busi- 
ness before ten o’clock in the morn- 
ing; and if they had to be up early 
in order to be wealthy, half the big 
offices in the city would be poverty 
stricken tomorrow. 

Then, does early rising really make 
people “wise”? Probably the earliest 
risers in the country are the agricul- 
tural laborers; but we do not usually 
hold this estimable class of men up 
as samples of our national wisdom. 
On the other hand, some of the keen- 
est intellects of our times are to be 
found: among our legislators, who be- 
gin: business about noon, and are 
rarely able to get to bed till the 
small hours of the morning. 

Of course, if you have to get up 

early in the morning because your 
business compels you do so, it is na 
use arguing about the matter. But 
if you have the gption of that extra 
hour’s rest you need not get the idea 
into your head that it is a crime ta

“We have-undertaken an extensive study of the house fly,” said Dr. How- 
ard. “In the small farm and village 99 per cent of the house flies are bred in 
stable refuse, and we have been co-operating with the bureau of chemistry to 
find some substance that will Kill: the larvae and not impair the fertilizing 
value of the refuse. , 

“We have several lines of work now going on in regard to the effect of 
insects on the health of man and animals. We wish, in the first place, to 
complete the records of longevity of the cattle ticks. Then, as to stable flies: 
This insect has been shown to be instrumental in the carriage of infantile 
paralysis. We also expect to undertake a series of malarial fever studies dnd 
the bionomics of malarial mosquitoes, in 6rder to provide remedies for the re- 
juirements of plantations, especially in the Mississippi delta.”

In ‘view of the® fact’ that the debt 
remained almost constant during this 
period of more than -30. years, while 
the population of the state’ increased 
‘greatly, the per ‘capital debt- “of the 
state gradually. decreased. : 

In. 1880 the total debt of Alabama at 
the close ‘of the fiscal year, Septem- 
ber 30, was $12,371,000; in 1909 it 
was. $12,585,000; and in 1912 it was” 
$13,132,000. There*has been practical- 
ly no change since 1909 except.an in- 
crease in floating debt from $31,000 to 
$488,000 on September 30, 1912. The, 
population of the state increased from 
1,263,000. in 1880 to 2,145,000 in 1910, 
thus bringing about a very great de- 
crease in-the per capital debt. In 1880 
the per capita debt amounted to $9.80; 
10 years later it amounted to $8.22; in 
1899 it had gone down to $7.02; and 
in 1909, to $5.96. Since that time. it 
has remained nearly constant, the 
slight increase in floating debt being 
nearly equal to the increase of popu- 
lation, leaving the per capita debt 
$5. 96.

Fletcher, commanding the American 
naval forces on shore, issued a procla- 
mation to this effect and the last op- 
portunity Mexicans had for handling 
their own affairs in Vera-Cruz under 
their own laws disappeared. 

Admiral Fletcher and his staff de- 
termined there should be no more 
quibbling with the exican officials 
regarding forms of government, and 
until further notice residents .of this 
port will.live and be judged by mili- 
tary law. The Word has gone forth 
that disorder and unruliness in any.

As a matter of fact, while Mr.

thus discriminate, they can. get their. 


‘own price for the power that they.

Furthermore, they - have 
been exempted from taxation for a 
period of ten years from the time they 
begin the construction of their plants, 
with the single exception of farm 
rates on their two-acre sites, thus en- 
abling them to string out these opera- 
tions in such a manner as practically 
to operate continually tax free.

exemption from taxation means a loss 


to the State of Alabama in. taxes 0’ 


over $15,000,000 in the ten years that 


they are exempted, figuring .on the 
lowest rental value of electricity in 
the United States. These great re- 
sources are gone! Regulation and con- 


trol are ali that is left us! Who do 


you desire to regulate and control 
these matters under the circum- 
stances? The United: States. Govern- 
ment, at Mussel Shoals, on the, Ten- 
nessee River, leased for 100 years at 
a rental of $3,000,000 for the 100 years, 
similar rights and. properties, ‘with 
reversion of the privileges and all im- 
‘provements to the Government, and 
they also pay forty cents per horse 
power -per annum for each horse 
power developed. ~ Why should Ala- 
bama give away her choicest and best 
assets, and tax her people to raise the 
revenues which might easily come 
from such sources as these? Acts, 
1903 (Jelks), p. 365..Gen. Acts, 1907 
(Comer), p. 439. Also 1907, p.. 520. 
Code, 1907, Sec. 3631 (Civil Code, p 
467.) 

I cannot go fully into this moh- 
strous robbery of the State; but you 
can get pretty full information on 
the enormity of the powers. given 
from any well posted lawyer in the 
State. Look into it, and see how that 
sort of thing compares with the policy 
of Mr. Henderson on “the subject of 
conservation. Mr. Henderson says 
that the natural resources of Ala- 
bama, including the -water powers 
with which to operate hydro-electric 
plants, should be wisely and pruden- 
tially conserved and held in trust for 
the people, and for future generations, 
and not be given by legislative enact- 
ment to hungry Buropean millionaires 
and monopolistic corporations. Can 
you consistently give your approval 
to such a prodigality and waste of 
your property? 

Taxation, 

. The mention of taxes in Alabama 
today is sufficient to bring to your 
minds all that I might quote of facts 
and figures, “and more, also, too.” In 
brief, Mr. Comer increased our taxes 
45 per cent., or nearly half as much 
again. He increased. our expendi- 
tures, compared with the preceding 
administration, 62 per cent., an in- 
crease of nearly two-thirds. In this 
connection, his only promise seems to 
be to repeat the offense, “and. more 
also!” Do-you want any more? How 
much more can you stand, or will you 
stand? It seems he will go the limit, 
especially if he can- keep.up. railroad 
fights, and the like more or less. ex- 
travagant amusements. In -olden 
times rulers amused themselves feed- 
ing Christians to. lions, compelling 
men to chop each other to death, and 
so forth; but the late-Monarch of: Ala- 
bama seemed to fatten mostly on. his 
attempts to keep Milton H. Smith in 
the arena dancing to the musi¢e of 
“my “legislature.” And ‘the people 
paid all the expense! Mr. Comer made 
a strong fight -to have cotton mills 
exempted from taxation, and the bill 
was -lost in the Senate by only one 
vote. .

He also 
branded as “cowardly skunks” ali 
those who were against the ratification 
of the constitutional amendment on 
the subject. His conduct in this cam- 
paign seems to. be calculated to give 
the glad hand to every faction, and 
not-to assert himself with any degree

WAR DEPARTMENT RUSHES PREP- 
ARATIONS TO MOVE LARGE 
BODIES OF SOLDIERS. 


Huerta Complains United States Has 
Violated Armistice—Bryan 
Says No. 


Washington.—High, tension marked 
the Mexican situation on both the mil- 
itary and the diplomatic sides. 

The,war departmeit was the chief 
center. of activity and while no “gu- 
thoritative statement. was made be- 
yond Secretary Garrison's formal re- 
ply that “no orders for any national 
troop movements have been sent,” it 
pecame known that the administration 
was considering sending off additional 
troops to Vera Cruz, and probably 
would do so. 

Huerta’s protest to the mediators 
that the United States had broken the 
armistice by landing additional troops 
at Vera Cruz, was considered by the 
cabinet, and later Secretary Bryan 
announced that the reply of this gov- 
ernment stated that no aggressive 
steps had been taken by the United 
States forces and . that nothing had 
been done to violate the suspensions 
of hostilities. The American reply 
was delivered to the mediators. The 
mediators themselves also took tne 
view that the question raised. by Huer- 
ta over the observance of the. armis- 
tice could be settled. 

Vera Cruz.—Reports of rebel victo- 
ries continue to reach Vera Cruz. It 
was reported that Emaliano Zapata 
had taken Cuernavaca, capital of the 
state of Morelos, which is within forty 
miles of Mexico City. Reports of rebel 
gaccesses are still being suppressed 
in the capital and few persons there 
know of General Villa’s steady ap- 
proach from the north. 

Galveston, Texas.—On orders from 
Washington the Fourth and Sixth bri- 
gades of the United States army at 
Texas City were made ready to embark 
for Mexico at a moment's notice ané& 
the troops are prépafed to 0 aboard 
transports quickly .as orders are re- 
ceived.

—Montgomery. 

After a full week of instruction in 
military tactics.and in the art of war- 
fare, the Officers’ School of the Ala- 
bama National Guard broke camp, and 
the majority of those in attendance 
left for their homes in other parts 
of the State. — 

Excellent results were obtained by 
the regular army instructors during 
the week, and the school this year was 
the most successful that has been yet 
held. The last official act of ‘Adju- 
tant General Joseph B. Scully, who was 
in command of the camp, was to pub- 
lish an order thanking Capt. Wiliam 
P. Screws, United States~- army, and } 
his associates for their untiring efforts 
during the course of the/instructions. 
The next meeting of the officers of 
the Alabama National Guard, in the 
event of the State militia is not mob- 
ilized by order of the war department, 
will probably be at Chickamauga, Ga., 
during the summer, where the Ala- 
bama Guard may go into encampment 
for two weeks. 


A. N. G. Ordered to Georgia Camp.

Urges Librarians to Visit Capital. 

Dr. Thomas M. Owen, director of |. 
the department of archives and his- 
tory, issued a statement i nwhich he 
urges all library workers in Alabama 
to attend the meeting of the Ameri- 
ean Library association and affiliated 
bodies which convene in Washington 
May 25-30. The meetings cover a 
whole week, but they are so arranged 
that visitors can see Washington with- 
out interfering with the primary pur- 
poses of the trip. 

Dr, Owen’s statement in part is 
as follows: 

“Washington City is always a de- 
lightful place to visit; and more than 
a thousand trained librarians, special- 
ists and others will be in attendance. 
Alabama has in; recent years made 
work, 
and no State, certainly in the south, 
fias more fully met its duty to this 
form of cultural jactivity., Library ex- 
tension work is officially provided 
through “the department of’ archives 
which does the-promo- 
tion work usually done by State Li- 
brary associations elsewhere. Through 
it traveling libraries, and books for 
the blind are circulated. 

“The State in 1911 made an appro 
priation, whereby rural schools may 


‘ gecure State aid, in. co-operation with

Courses A and 
B will be used in high schools with 
three instructors and course C will 
te used in high schools with four and 
more instructors. 

Superintendent Feagin believes that 
the new coufses of study will greatly 
increase the efficiency of the high 
school in every community, inasmuch 
as the courses are now arranged with 
the idea of filling the requirements of 
all future vocations. 

The agricultural course contem- 
plates instruction in the art of farm- 
ing. Another course is specially ar- 
ranged for students who may follow 
the teaching profession, while the 
third provides sufficient preliminary 
4natruction for students who may pur- 
sue classical ‘or professional instruc- 
tions in the colleges and universities 
of the country.

committee: J. B. Hobdy of Auburn, 
J. S. Thomas of the university, W. C. 
Blasingame, principal of the Marengo 
County High school; J. A. Moore, prin- 
cipal of the Walker County High 
school, and Oscar Horton, principal of 
the Marshall County High school.

might have scattered poison about the 
grass there. It was held, assuming de- 
fendant’s negligence, that it was not 
the proximate’ cause of injury.

Tests Show. the Value of Fresh Air Schools 


HAT school children who are taught in fresh-air classrooms advance more 
T rapidly in their studies and make greater improvement in weight and 
strength than children in regular classrooms is a conclusion demonstrated 
by Frank H. Manno of New York be-

' gpeaker reported on a series of ex- 


periments carried on jointly by the 
New York committee on the preven- 
tion of tuberculosis and the board of 
education, in which three groups’ of 
children were studied to note the ef- 
fect of fresh air upon them. é 

In one group the children were 
placed in fresh-air classes and were fed 
during school hours with milk) and; crackers morning and afternoon; in the 
second group the children were left in the ordinary classroom under regular 
conditions. Every effort was made to eliminate or equalize in the compari- 
ton euch variable factors as age, home conditions, physical condition, school | 
conditions, nativity, etc. The two groups of children in the fresh-air classes 
were all undernourished and anemic at admission. ‘ 

The results of this experiment, extending from September to June, 
showed that all of the poorly nourished and anemic children in the fresh- 
air classes gained in weight, red corpuscles in the blood, general nutrition 
and physical tone. The gains were made for the most part independently 
of the home environment and of the financial conditions of the children’s 
family, suggesting that the association between poverty and malnutrition in 
school children is not so close as has been commonly assumed, and that 
cases of extreme poverty with lack of necessary food at home are not nearly 
80 prevalent as has been frequently stated. 

It was also demonstrated that, even without school feeding, fresh-air 
classes can be run with advantage to the children of poor families, although 
tht greatest benefit was obtained where extra feeding of children was 
employed.

[* A desperate effort to stop the traffic in habit-forming drugs in the United 
States, such as opium, cocaine, morphine and heroin, congress will, within 
the next few weeks, place upon the statute books a Jaw that is more drastic 
than anything ever before attempted

“every person who imports, manufac- 
tures, sells or gives away opium, mor:

opium, cocaine, heroin or morphine, 
exce\t in pursuance of a written order on a form to-be issued in blank tor 
that purpose by the commissioner of internal revenue of the Unitéd States 
treasury department. This order shall be kept on-file for a period of two: 
years by the dealer so that it may be accessible for inspection: by federal 
ani state officials.

It is very 
probable, however, that they are now 
living on the buds of the earliest cot- 
ton. In a trip of more than 50 miles 
in gections of Sumter and Pickens 
counties in Alabama and Noxubee and 
Lowndes County, Mississippi, it was 
very noticeable that tae area planted 
to cotton had been prepared well and 
this. will tend to hasten the maturity 
of the crop. 

“ «& considerable acreage has been 
planted to aats and the crop promises 
to be good. The corn acreage is large 
and the condition of the crop is prom- 
ising. The alfalfa is good and one 
cutting has been saved. The weather 
has been fine and the hay harvested 
is of good quality and will command 
a fair price. There is an increasing 
interest in live stock. This section is 
naturally a stock and hay section. Mr. 
N. A: Negley, Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry,. U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, made the trip and recommended& 
the “introduction of more pure bred 
sires and the raising of more live 
stock.. There is some interest int he 
building of silos. 

“One car of hogs was shipped from 
Cochrane last year and a fair profit 
realized.

Fanshawe Middleton was consecrated 
first bishop of Calcutta.

In Calcutta, he laid the foun- 
dation for the Bishops’ college in 1820, 
and established a consistory court in 
that city. While zealously engaged in

his duties he was attacked with a . 


fever, of which he died in 1822. For 
more than a century the efforts to 
spread the Christian faith in - India 
have continued. . Numerically the 
Christian population in the great east- 
ern ‘empire is still insignificant, 
amounting to only about one per cent 
of the population, but it is generally 
admitted to-have an influence out of 
all proportion to its numbers.

Dr. Eliot says: “The practise of 
England and America is literally cen- 


-turies behind the precept of the best 


thinkers ‘upon education.” Is it not 
humiliating that an American ie forced 
to make such an admission concerm 
ing our most vital American institw 
tion?

The great trouble with most a

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T IS now 138 years since the United 
States of America was composed of 13 
states, the greater number of which had 
a population of little more than that of 
the average! city of today. Those 13 
states have grown and multiplied until 
there are now 48 states, with a popula- 
tion of nearly 100,000,000 of the most 
virile and strongest race of men on 
earth. It has been demonstrated many 
times in the past century that the strug- 
gles of the patriots of 1776 were not in 
vain. The words “United States of. 
America” are an inspiration and a help 
to the oppressed of all lands. The Union gleams 
out through the world as a gigantic monument of 
freedom, and the lowly and persecuted of all na- 
tions have their eyes turned toward America with 
the hope that some day they may reach the prom- 
Ised land. : 

The American flag is the oldest flag among the, 
nations of today. It antedates even the present 
emblems of the ancient empires of China and Ja- 
pan. The Star-Spangled Banner has a history un- 
like the flag of any other people. It is older than 
the present flag of Great Britain, which dates from 
1801; it. is older than the German empire standard 
of 1870; older than that of France—1794—or that 
of Spain—1785. 

The first legislative action of which there Is 
any record concerning the design and adoption of 
a national flag was taken in a resolution of con- 
gress at Philadelphia on June 14, 1775, but it was 
not yntil October or November of that year that 
a committee of three—Benjamin Franklin, John 
Adams and Roger Sherman—met in the old city of 
Cambridge and entered upon their duties. After 
long deliberation, this committee adopted a design 
consisting of the king’s colors—the crosses of St. 
George and St. Andrew—with 13 parallel horizontal 
stripes, alternate red and. white. A most strange 
and unfortunate selection it would seem. 

The flag was unfurled for the first time over the 
camp of the Continental army at Cambridge, on 
the 2nd day of January, 
1776. When the ensign 
was first displayed at Cam- 
bridge, the British regu- 
lars assumed it was in- 
tended as an indication of 
submission by the 13 
states to the king, whose 
speech had just been sent 
to the Americans. The 
comment of the British 
Register of 1776 on the 
new standard is interest- 
ing: “The rebels burned 
the king’s speech and 
changed the flag from a 
plain banner to one bear- 
ing 13 stripes, as a sym- 
bol of the number and 
union of colonies.” 

Isabelle Worrell Ball is 
the woman who made the 
American flag her life’s 
study. She is the daugh- 
ter of a veteran of the 
Revolutionary war and 
the founder of Flag day, 
which is now observed all 
over the country. Her fa- 
ther was Capt. James P. 
Worrell, who served 
ie mete olay tc one 

© heroes’ of .both -wars. 
Many years ago Mrs. Ball became convinced that 
the real history of our flag was unknown. She 
determined to unravel the tangled skein, and: 
give to posterity the true history and evolution’ 
of the American flag. 

“It was suggested by early writers that George . 
Washington's coat of arms was the model for ont 
flag of today,” said Mrs. Ball. “These statements 
are supported only by tradition and legend, as 

all my search has proved that Washington was 
not egotistical enough to present his coat of arms 
to the nation as a model for its flag. I have 
delved into history as far as it is possible to go. 
I have examined many manuscripts; and have 
separated tradition and legend from facts, and it 
is my belief that Washington never thought of 
his coat of arms as a model for the flag. In fact, 
there is grave doubt that Washington had any- 
thing to do with the designing of the flag at all. 

“A ‘sentence from one of Washington’s own 
letters seems to me to clinth this statement. 
Sir'Isaac Heard, an eminent writer of the early 
days, wrote to Washington concerning his coat 
of arms, which Appears upon the doorway and 
mantels of the old Washington: manor house in. 
England. To this inquiry Washington replied 
on May 2, 1792: 

“This is a subject to which I confess I have 
paid very little attention. The arms inclosed in 
your letter are the same that ars used by the 
family here.’ As wilk be seen, this was a letter | 
written a decade after the close of the Revolu-~ 
tionary war, and nearly two decades after the 
adeption of the Stars and Stripes by the congress” 
of the United States.

“The people of America, with growing contempt 
for Old World flags, fabricated many of their 
own. Some of these were very odd, and without 
exception, all of them were very ugly. This was 
true until 1620, when the Mayffower carried the 
St. George’s cross, but those stern old Puritans 
protested against the use of the cross upon the

_ flag, believing it to be sacrilegious, and in every 


way they could, used other. devices and designs, 
only to bring down upon themselves the wrath 
of the king’s officers in the colonies. The first 
evidence of this was when a Mr. Endicott, mu- 
tinying against the cross, concluded to cut off 
one end of it. Roger Williams, for some reason, 
probably just to get a whack at one whom he 
disliked, complained.of this. The king’s officers

Advantage been taken of 
the dry spells by the farmers to hoe 
and chop their cotton! and the: fields 
are all reported clean. | Deep and reg- 
ular plowing has also| done much to- 
ward coping with the dry condftions. 


The condition of the crop general- 
ly .is about the same) reported a 
week ago, it being in healthy condi- 
tion, above the average for the time 
of year, and thriving under local and 
general showers that have fallen. 
Good rains brought on & healthier con- 
dition during the week and many 
counties 4re reporting jan exceptional- 
ly fine crep at present as a result. 
Baldwin, Chambers, Dallas and De 
Ealb counties had splendid rains dur- 
ing the week and other sections were 
also favored to a great extent. 


Corn and truck fields are suffering 
for a lack of rai nin | Barbour, Col- 
tert, Cleburne and Dallas counties.

From the news of the fighting in the 
north of France, it appéars that the 
rout of the kaiser’s army is complete. 
Fhe allied armies are steadily push- 
ing the Germans back, and within 
a short time there will be no Germans 
on French soil. The ranks of the 

~ Germans are fast thinning and though 
no accurate estimate can be obtained, 
it is expected the casualties will reach 
far into the thousands. 


Gloom Hangs Over Germany 


News of the reverses met by the 
German troops in France have filtered 
into Germany through Switzerland. 
The entire nation is in deep gloom. 
“Tell us the truth!” is the cry that 
is going up from the lips of the peo- 
ple of Germany. They have also heard 
of the great victories of the Russians

Ranks of Germans Demoralized 

The condition of the German army, 
according to dispatches, is critical in 
the extreme. The allied armies have 
succeeded in destroying the last rem- 
nants.of their cavalry and a large part 
of their mobile artillery and ammuni- 
tion trains have been taken. It is 
also reported that the German army is 
suffering greatly for lack of food. With 
these conditions facing them, it is 
hardly expected that they would be 
able to do more than to reach Germany 
in safety.

The army of Gen. Von Kluck, which 
so long battled to turn the allics’ west 
flank, was slowly and steadily out- 
flanked. Its retirement before’ the 
small but hardy British army turned 
the tide of battle. 

Germans Retreating Rapidly 

If French, official reports are cor- 
rect, all the German armies except 
that facing Verdun and a few miles 
southwest, are retreating. Gen. Von 
Kluck’s army, which a week ago was 
a few miles southeast of Paris, has 
retired more than sixty miles to the 
northeast, while on the extreme right 
the army -of- the Bavarian crown 
prince, which was attacking the 
French eastern line from Nancy to 
Epinal, has fallen back to the fron- 
tiers of Lorraine, permitting the 
French to reoccupy Luneville and sev- 
eral other towns. 

General Joffre, French commander- 
in-chief, pictures the retreat as hur- 
ried, if not disorderly, with the Ger- 
mans abandoning prisoners, wounded 
and supplies. 

Victory of Allies Assured 

Paris—The following communica- 
tion from General Joffre, commander- 
in-chief of the French army, has been 
made public: 

“The battle of the last five days 
has ended in an undeniable victory. 
The retreat of the first, second and 
third German armies is hastening be- 
fore our left and at our center, in 
turn, the fourth German army is com- 
mencing to fall back to the north 
from Vitry-le-Franecois and from Ser- 
maize-Les-Bains—in the province of 
Marne, seventeen miles east of Vitr) 
-le-Francois. 

“Moreover the enemy has left upon 
the battlefield many wounded and 
quantities of munitions of war. Also 
in gaining ground we have made many 
prisoners. Our troops show evidences 
of the intensity of the struggle and 
the extraordinary efforts made by the 
Germans in their attempt to resist 
our vehemence. 

“Our vigorous retaking of the of- 
fensive has determined the success. 
Every officer, subaltern and soldier 
has responded to my call. _ All merit 
well from the fatherland.” 


Austro-German Armies Crushed 

New York.—A cablegram received 
here by Col. Nicolai Golejewski, mili- 
tary attache of the Russian embassy, 
from the Russian general staff in Pe- 
trograd, read as follows: 

“Operations in the region of Kras- 
nik and Tomaszow have ended in our 
complete victory over the northern 
Austrian armies, which have been 
driven beyond the river San. Great 
successes also have been attained in 
the fighting west of Lemberg, between 
Rawa Russka and the river Dniester. 
The capture of over two hundred of- 
ficers and 30,000 men and a great 
number of guns and machine guns 
has been reported.” 

Colonel Golejewski also received 
from the imperial Russian general 
staff an official account of the battles 
in Galicia, including operations against 
the Austrian and Austro-German ar- 
mies. It is dated from Petrograd, and 
is as follows: 

“The total strength of the Austrian 
troops engaged in the east battle in 
the region of Lublin and Tomaszow is 
estimated as 1,000,000 men and 2,500 
guns. The main force of the enemy, 
about six hundred thousand strong, de- 
ployed on the line from Zavihost to 
Tomaszow in order to advance the 
front Lublin-Holm. The right flank 
of these armies was protected by an 
army of more than two hundred. bat- 
talions in the region of Lwow

plies from prominent farmers in 
which they stated that the 50,000 bush- 
els can be raised in Central Alabama. 

Captain Kolb seeks to interest five 
hundred farmers located within a rad- 
ius of 50 miles of Montgomery in the 
froposition, these farmers tp agree to 
plant ten acres of land in wheat. This 
plan would enable the farmers to 
plant 5,000 acres in wheat which 
would yield the 50,000 bushels neces- 
sary to supply the mill. 

“Alabama’s land is adaptable to 
growing wheat,” said Captain Kolb. 
“A farmer near Tallassee in Elmore 
county last fall planted three acres in 
wheat and threshed out 153 bushels. 
At the present price of wheat this 
would net an income from ‘the three 
acres of $162. 

Other instances of successful wheat 
growing in Alabama were cited by 
Captain Kolb. He has received let- 
ters from! many farmers in which they 
state that Alabama’s soil will grow 
fine wheat. In Montgomery county 
W. H. Lawson, M. B. Houghton, T. 
L. Head and C. E. Crenshaw have 
agreed to plant from ten to fifty acres 
in wheat. 

The wheat that must be’planted in 
this section must be of the rust proof 
variety of soft winter and| must be 
planted late in October or jearly in 
November according to Captain Kolb. 
Any persons interested in the matter 
can obtain information concerning the 
growing of wheat from the department 
of agriculture. 

Mr. Hobbie has assured Captain 
Kolb that the proposed mill} can eas- 
ily grind 100,000 bushels pf wheat. 
This would approximate 25,000 barrels 
of flour, and would mean that $125,000. 
the value of this flour vould be 
kept at home instead of being sent to 
the Middle West never to return, ac- 
cording to Captain Kolb.

ture of a complete fertilizer by 1in- 
creasing the per centage of phosphoric 
acid and nitrogen. The conference 
was called by Capt. Reuben F. Kolb, 
commissioner of agriculture, and was 
attended by many fertilizer manufac- 
turers and dealers. 

Under ine fertilizer laws of the 
State it bas been necessary in the past 
for the manufacturers to put 2 per 
cent of potash in commercial fertil- 
izer, but in view of the shortage 
caused by the war, it is claimed that 
it will be practically impossible for 
the manufacturers to continue with 
this per centage of potash; hence a 
substitute was ‘ought by which a com. 
plete fertilizer could be made with a 
smaller quantity of the imported in- 
gredient. 

It was decided that during the 
progress of the war the manufacturers 
should use one-half of 1 per cent of 
potash instead of 2 per cent and a 
sufficient quantity of phosphoric acid 
and nitrogen to make a fertilizer con- 
taining 14 per cent plant food. Two 
per cent ammonia is also necessary to 
make a complete fertilizer.

were taken up. This strain was so se- 
yere that the treasury has neyer since 
attained a strong standing. 
“At the beginning of the year, ac- 
cording to the. report, the bond re- 
demption fund on deposit in a New 
York institution was $35,600. 

During the fiscal year bonds of 1906 
maturity to the amount of $1,000 
have been redeemed and returned to 
the treasury. The retirement of:these 
“Class B” bonds leaves a{balance in 

‘the New York banking institution of 
$34,600 in paper of like date and na- 
ture. 

The interest paid on the state debt 
during the year amounted to $178,725. 
These expenses are in addition to the 
warrants issued for current expenses: 
during this period.

‘ It is well known that many peo- 
ple have an_ inexplicable aversion 
to certain animals. Most people 
have a horror of snakes and other 
things that creep the earth. Cap- 
tain Winfred Gonzales, the Direc- 
tor of the Zoolqteal Annex; with 
Sun Brothers’ Wérld’s Progressie 
Shows, in speaking of the pec’ «ar- 
ities of animals, says: ‘“Awimals, 
like human beings, have their likes 
and dislikes. Put certain animals 
together and you will expect a 
fight, while another two will be- 
come the friendliest of comrades. 
Women are proverbial for their 
horror of mice, but one would 
hardly exzect an elephant to be 
afraid of so tiny a foe. This fear 
was recently shown at Winter 
quarters, Macon Ga., where the 
Sun Brothers spent their Winter 
months’ lay-off, during some ex- 
periments to find out the likes of 
animals ina menagerie. The huge 
animal spotted the mouse as soon 
as it was placed in its enclosure; 
the elephant gave evidence of fear 
immediately. 

“With one of his big feet he 
could have smashed the tiny in- 
truder out of existence. Instead, 
it stood for a moment motionless, 
and apparently helpless with 
fright. Not until the mouse was 
removed was the elephant to be 
pacified, and it was some hours 
before the elephart regained its 
normal courage. SN 

“Mice, indeed, inspire fear, or 
something akin to it, in a great 
many animals. A Bengal tiger 
trembled and uttered long, mourn- 
ful howls the whole time a mouse 
was in its cage. Two rats were 
introduced into a lion’s cage and 
the same fear was shown by the 
larger animal for the smaller ones. 
There have been many suggestions 
put forward for this extraordinary 
dislike of thesearge “animals for 
mice.

If you would ask me “what. ee 


child most needed, myy answer 
would be, “A ‘Healthy, intelligent: 
and educated mother.” It is im- 
possible fora doctor to treat a 
child fairly well, to have. them 
well clothed, and well nourished 
without ‘the proper co-operation 
of a. mother or nurse. Much fof |: 
the benefit to be derived from the 
doctor’s instructions .are. without 
the realms of the drug store. For 
example: The diet,fresh air, cold, 
heat, baths, massage, etc., are all 
important in the care of children. 
An infant or young child cap 
never be treated the same as an 
adult, neither by drugs or other 
measures. The mother or nurse. 
should be. flexible and -should 
make the care and treatment of 
each individual adaptable to that 
particular child. - 

It must be remembered that 


. children:vary greatly in their phy- 
sical and mental equipments, much 


more than do adults. The physi- 
cian who invariably treats all his 
cases alike and the mother who 
undertakes to treat‘all- her chil- 
dren alike will» necessarily make 
many mistakes. Every child must 

be studied from its own peculiar
